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7. Marks simply does not provide the requisite guidance to form the basis of the obviousness 
rejection. 

Even if such modifications were to be made, there is no indication that there would have 

been a reasonable expectation such modifications would successfully yield a compound suitable 

for use in the claimed method. In fact, Marks teaches that several compound modifications were 

unsuccessful for purposes of the in vitro and in vivo studies reviewed in that reference: 

Substitution of the hydroxamic acid with a carboxylic acid or amide oxime group 
results in inactive compounds. Modification of the hydroxamic acid, such as 
introduction of a methyl group on an adjacent carbon or N-methylation, results in 
inactive compounds. (Marks at page 1212, second column (emphasis added)) 

In short, Marks provides neither 

(1) the motivation to modify the compounds disclosed in either Marks or Richon as 
proposed by the Examiner, nor 

(2) a reasonable expectation that such modified compounds could be used 
successfully in the claimed method. 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request reversal of the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a).
